Hugh J. Gordon of Pressmen 
Charged With $13,000 
Shortage. 


The trial of Hugh J. Gordon, 
former president, secretary, treas- 


Louis Web Pressmen’s Union, in 
whose accounts a shortage of $13,- 
000 was discovered last year, was 
begun today before Circuit Judge 
Calhoun and a jury. He is on trial 
for the embezzlement of $575 un- 
der one of four indictments 
against him. 

Joseph T. Orr, secretary of the 
Pressmen’s International Union 
with headquarters at Nashville, 
Tenn., ‘testified that the St. Louis 
local withdrew from the national 
organization in 1897 and returned 
in 1926 at which time an audit 
showed the books to be in good 
condition. 

In October, 1928, Orr said he 
came to St. Louis and asked Gordon 
what had become of funds due the 
national organization under by- 
laws which provide that $2.05 of 
every $5 collected by a local be re- 
mitted to the national treasurer. 
Gordon -replied that he “had used 
the money for other than union 
purposes, according to the wit- 
ness. 

John W. Mueller, retained by the 
union as special prosécutor, told 
the jury it would be shown that 
Gordon admitted to other union of- 
ficers that he had misused union 
funds intended for the national or- 
ganization and for relatives of dead 
members. 

Gordon's lawyer, George McDon- 
ald, told the jury his client spent 
the union’s money in the union's 
interests. Objection was made by 
the prosecutor when McDonald 
said, “You couldn't say in the books 
that part of this money was used 
for fixing.”

He recalis that they were 
unsuccessful then, owing to failure 
to agree on a method of selecting 
judges, but that such a court as 
they advocated, the present Worid 
Court, was finally established in 
1920. Root's suggestion solved the 
problem that had prevented forma- 
tion of the court in 1907. 
“Although this final movement 
which established the court was 
initiated by the League of Nations.“ 
| writes Secretary Stimson, “the |

Mexico, 
Pascual Ortiz Rubio, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, during a

Mexico, and outlined the objectives 
of his administration, one of which 
is to cement amicable relations be- 
tween the United States and his 
country. 

President-elect Ortiz Rubio was 
on his way to New York to meet 
former President Calles, who has 
been in France for his health, and 
will then go to Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital, Baltimore, to recuperate from 
the strain of a year’s political cam- 
paign and to receive treatment for 
a stomach disorder whith has af- 
fected bis throat. Following his 
sojourn at the hospital; he will con- 
fer with President Hoover at Wash- 
ington before returning to Mexico. 
preparatory to assuming office on 
Feb. 5. His term ends Dec, 1. 
1934. 225 

“It is a mistake to suppose there 
has been ill-feeling . between the 
people of Mexico and those of the 
United States,’ the Mexican Presi- 
dnt-elect declared, “betause no 
such feeling has ever existed gen- 
erally. True, there has been a 
clash of economic interests which 
has engendered misunderstanding 
between certain groups, but the 
great majority. of my people have 
always desired fri®ndiy relations 
with their neighbors in the United 
States. 

“People of the United States are 
prone to think of Mexicans as sol- 
diers. But I hope they will think 
of us as people, citizens of -Amer- 
ica, like themselves. The mailed 
fist has’ disappeared from Mexico 
—I trust for all time.“ 

Ortiz Rubio a Civil Engineer. 

Ortiz Rubio, who is a civil en- 
gineer and has studied his profes- 
sion all over the world, is the firat 
non-military man to be elected 
Mexico's chief executive in 19 
years. His election, by the largest 
majority ever polled in Mexico, is 
regarded by his followers, who 
hare been associated with Presi- 
dent Calles, as an omen of con- 
tinued internal peace. 

“The greatest problem confront- 
ing my administration is that of

Our Houston mamesake says: “If this defendant 
had been up for stealing, would the Judge have 
denounced the law against theft as a corrupting 
measure?”

Murder and selling a drink of 
liquor become in this amazing psychosis the same 
thing, just as in the Middle Ages the leretic, the slay- 
er and the highwayman all swung from the same 
giddet. 

What can be done about it? Nothing, says the 
behaviorist. Human thought, like the flu, is blown 
about by the winds. It is possible to be sick abed 
with a pure delusion, as Torquemada and Cotton 
Mather were. The dispute between Judge Faris 
and the Houston Post-Dispatch is not an intelligence 
test. Prohibition is epidemic in Texas, and the per- 
spective of the Houston paper is the feverish per- 
spective of that epidemic. To doubt it is to doubt 
science. Only time can prove Judge Faris to have 
been right, as only time has truly evaluated all such 
phenomena in the past.

The pwbiie domain embraces approxi- 
mately 235,000,000 acres, if certain with- 
drawais fer stock drives and stock watering 
piaces and approximately 35.000.990 acres 
of coal and shale reserves are included— 
ali of which should be considered for the 
purpose of the public domain. For the 
most part this area is within the Western 
states, and is spread over the watersheds 
that feed the Mississippi. Missouri, Rio 
Grande, Colorade, Columbia and other great 
rivers. For present consideration, atten- 
tien may be focused upon approximately 
235.000,000 acres—an area somewhat larger 
than four states the size of Idaho. 

The President and the Secretary of the 
Interior have been impressed with the 
dreadful havec that is being wrought with 
these lands, and two methods have been 


proposed for their handling that seek in an. 


affirmative way to correct the probiem. 
One method proposes that the surface con- 
trol of these areas be turned over to the 
several states within whieh they are located.

The record of Federai administration in 
National forests, in reclamation of arid 
lands, in highway construction programs 
and in our great National parks has been 
such as to inspire confidence in the ability 
of the Government to assume a further re- 
sponsibility in the administration of the 
watershed areas. 

It is high time that we work out a defi- 
nite program for these lands, a program that 
will prevent over-grazing.and that will 
mean orderly use of the range: a program 
that will permit control of forest areas, one 
that will stay the havoc of soil erosion. In 
short, we need a program that will bring 
about such controi of the range that will 
mean ground cover of grass and shrub and

“Bird in Hand.“ has nothing to 
do with the old adage. It is the 
name of a little inn, a rural En- 
glish wayside stopping place which 
boasts but two guest bedrooms and 
no telephone. The arrival, on a 
stormy night, of three travelers 
throws the place into some confu- 
sion, but before the night is over 
the visitors play an all important 
part in the future life of the host 
and his charming daughter. 

For Thomas Greenleaf, whose ho- 
tel has come down to him through 
300 years with few improvements, 
lives in the past. His daughter is- 
modern. Not a flapper, to be sure, 
but a clean. likeable girl who has 
her own ideas of propriety and 
love. She goes for an automobile 
ride, much against her father’s 
wishes, with the son of a neighbor- 
ing nobleman and when the rain 
storm drives them to cover in a 
summer house her father is frantic 
with fear and rage. 

How the question of the girl's 
love for her riding companion is 
definitely settled, for all time, by 
the three guests of the inn makes 
the story of the play—and makes 
it with so much charm and so de- 
lightfully that “Bird in Hand“ is 
easily the best stage entertainment 
which has come to St. Louis in 
many seasons.

A rich mince pie is one of the 
most satisfying desserts that can be 


The only drawback about mince 
pie is that it is.so hearty that if 
served at the family beard, the 
chances are, the guests ate so 
plentifully of the earlier courses 
of the meal, that by the time the 
mince pie is brought in, their ap- 
petites are eo satiated with good 
things, there is very little desire for 
a hearty dessert like pie. 

However, a hot mince pie is a 
dessert de luxe.. Mince pies are 
readily made as most delicious 
mince meat may now be purchased 
in packages at the grocery stores 
already to be put into the pastry 
shells and popped into the waiting 


oven. 

Many family cooks still ad- 
here to the custom handed 
down by grandmother, and make 
their own supply of mince meat. 
This recipe for mince meat will be 
found very excellent. 

The ingredients given will make 
quite a large quantity of mince 
meat which may be put in steri- 
lized jars and put away for use 
throughout the winter or else in 
fancy jars and sent as Christmas 
gifts to friends who will appreciate 
a gift of the kind. 

Take four pounds of raisins, 


citron, one whole orange, one 
whole lemon, one and one-half 
peck apples, two cups sweet cider. 
one cup molasses, one cup water. 
six pounds cooked meat, two 
pounds suet, four pounds brown 
sugar, two tablespoons allspice. | 
two tablespoons mace, one table- 
spoon cloves, four tablespoons cin- 
namon and three tablespoons salt. 

Chop fruits very fine. Com- 
bine with liquids, chopped meat 
and suet. Add brown sugar and 
spices; stir well and place over a 
slow fire. Cook until soft, about 
one hour. Seal in sterilized jars 

In making mince pie it is well 
to use three cups of mince meat 
to each pie. 

It the filling seems dry. add s 
little grape or orange juice. Put 
the mince meat filling into an un. 
baked pastry shell and cover with 
a thin top crust. Bake in a hot 
oven until top crust is nicely 
browned. 0 

Mince pie should always de 
served either hot or at least warm. 
Pies may be baked either one or 
two days before it is intended to 
serve them. When wanted for use 
put in @ warm oven and reheat. 

The demand of the times, being 
for something different, ‘meringue 
mince pie has come into the lime 
light. 

Fill an unbaked pastry shell with 
the mince meat and bake for 20 
minutes. Then remove pie from 
oven and cover with a meringue 


well-ceoled candy mixture is very 
stiff or viscous and has a glossy 
appearance. As beating continues, 
however, it gradually grows 
opaque, then lighter in color and 
finally, quite suddenly, in fact it 
softens. 

Furthermore, the temperature 
changes, the candy grows consid- 
erably warmer just as the soften- 
ing occurs. 

When all the sugar has crystall- 
ized out of the candy solution, no 
more heat is given off, and the 
mixture begins to cool and stiffen.
